AND A LEADER. Rey. Warren D. Ives, of Minneapolis, 
Kansas, believed that Solomon Presbytery, in Kansas, 
should have a WESTMINSTER FELLOWSHIP JUN- 
IOR HIGH RALLY so he took it upon himself (at the 
suggestion of the official counselor for youth in the presby- 
tery). He knew that this was a good thing that needed 
to be started, and he was willing to tackle the job. 


Every Good Thing Has fo Have a Start — 

AND A REASON FOR BEING. “All thinking people in- 
terested in youth agree that we should give earlier attention 
to our youth, if we are to be most helpful to them as they 
develop into young men and young women. Junior high is 
none too early for this intensive attention.” 

The above quotation was used in the publicity for the 
rally as planned by the committee in Solomon Presbytery. 
In addition to this, Mr. Ives gave five basic. reasons for 
having such a junior-high rally. These reasons in brief 
are as follows: 

1. To help Westminster Fellowship in its work in every Church 
in the presbytery. 

2. To plan for future meetings of the presbytery Westminster 
Fellowship. 

3. To help all the young people to know more about the West- 
minster Fellowship plan and work. 

4. To meet for general inspiration and fellowship. 

5. To help to create a finer spirit of loyalty to Jesus Christ as 
Saviour and Lord. 

The meetings of junior-high boys and girls within a 
presbytery fellowship may do all this and more if the 
leader plans and works toward such goals. 


Every Good Thing Has fo Have a Start — 
AND A MEMBERSHIP. “We sincerely hope that there can 
be representation from every Church in the presbytery.” 

That is always the wish of those who plan. It is often 
the Church with few young people which gains most from 
such a rally. The young people in every Church will be 
helpful by sharing in this larger fellowship. 

There were about forty at the rally in Minneapolis. Forty 
is a good number. It is a better conference often if the 
number is not too large, but it will be a better presbytery 
if each Church is represented. 


Every Good Thing Has to Have a Start — 
AND A WELL-PLANNED PROGRAM. Programs have 
been given in this paper from time to time. Five main items 
were included in the Solomon Presbytery Westminster Fel- 
lowship: / 

1. There was a definite time schedule, In this one they began

A MISSIONARY CAME TO CAMP 


Way out in the plains of South 
Dakota the junior-high campers had 
the interesting experience of having a 
missionary come to them. Dr. Thomas 
may never have sensed the fact that he 
was being a missionary, but the campers 
knew that their faith was stronger, their 
appreciation of other people was greater, 
and they wanted to do more to help the 
missionary cause because he came to camp. 


The boys and girls in this camp were surprised to dis- 
cover that this guest of theirs could talk their language, 
play, swim, sing, pray; in fact, he was every inch a good 
camper. He had been brought up in his Christian home in 
India, his skin was a different color, and his native lan- 
guage was different. Somehow after he had been in camp 
a while the differences were lost in the feeling of friendship 
which grew because of mutual respect, understanding, and 
a common faith. 


One evening after Dr. Thomas had talked to the group 
about his home life, his Church, his faith which was sincere 
and radiant, and some of his experiences in America, the 
girls in one of the cabin groups expressed their thoughts in 
prayer. The next day they were asked to write down the 
prayers in order that their thoughts might be shared in this 
way with junior highers and their leaders around the 
United States. 


It is unfortunate that all our Church folks cannot share in 
a camp experience with people of other races and nation- 
alities ; all might come nearer to God and to each other in 
their thinking and praying as did these campers.

PAUL, PIONEER FOR CHRIST 


Developing Our Own Workbooks for Intermediates for the October Quarter 
Miss Eda Borseth, House of Hope Church, St. Paul, Minnesota. 


As teachers and leaders of young people we continually 
look for new ways of reaching them and providing satis- 
fying experiences for them. In our Church School the 
following procedure has proved most helpful to teachers 
and interesting to pupils. It is described with the hope that 
others also may find it so. 


EQUIPMENT: 1. A loose-leaf notebook is provided for 
each pupil and teacher in the department. One notebook 
will serve the need of a pupil for three years or the work of 
one department. 2. An attractive bookplate for the pupil’s 
name is placed inside the cover. 3. A flyleaf indicates the 
subject matter of the quarter. A picture of Paul would be 
fine to decorate the flyleaf for this quarter of the Westmin- 
ster Graded Lessons. 4. A quarterly is provided for each 
pupil. 5. Pencils and crayons are needed for each pupil. 6. 
Storage space is needed for notebooks during the week. 


WORK SHEETS: The work sheets consist of a set of 
questions or statements based on the lesson material for 
one Sunday. The sets based on the October lessons illustrate 
the various ways the material may be handled. A heading 
consisting of the unit topic, lesson topic, Scripture reference, 
and spaces for the pupil’s name and the date helps to give 
the work sheet a finished appearance. Borders or designs 
made by the repetition of a Christian symbol help to make 
the work sheet attractive and allow for the addition of color. 


PROCEDURE: Each Tuesday the work sheet for the 
next Sunday’s lesson.is prepared in the Church office. A 
mimeographed copy of the work sheet on notebook paper 
is made for each pupil and teacher in the department. The 
teachers’ copies are mailed to them immediately so they 
can be used in the preparation of the lesson. The pupils’ 
copies are distributed to them at the beginning of class each 
Sunday morning. In addition to the work sheets there is 
no limit of supplementary material that can be added to 
the workbook. Mimeographed copies of maps, Christian 


symbols, hymns, poems, and pictures, attractively mounted, 
on colored construction paper, will add meaning and beauty 


to this cumulative record of study. 


BENEFITS: 1. The attention of each pupil is won and 
classwork begins with a minimum loss of time. 2. The work 
and thinking of the class and the department are directed 
along the same channels and into the same experiences. 3. 
The classroom situation and problems of discipline are easier 
to handle. 4. The essential points of the lesson are covered 
and much trivial and pointless discussion is eliminated. 5. 
The efficient handling of basic points allows more time for 
supplementary discussion suggested in the quarterly. 6. The 
cumulative work provides an incentive for regular attend- 
ance.
